RAILWAY: DEVELOPMENT IN PERU. 


In the course of a recent report on railways in Peru, the United 
States Consul at Callao remarks that the present administration of 
the country has infused new blood and renewed vigour into Peruvian 
The country, which for some years past has been free 
from those internal political upheavals so prejudicial to commerce 
and industry, has come to a general realisation that the chief 
work lying before it consists in developing the region known 
as the “ montafia,” the vast and almost virgin territory east of 
the Andes, as well as in the establishment of connections by 


Roads and transit facilities, therefore, 


are what chiefly occupy the public attention, and the Department 
of “‘ Fomento ” (public works) has laid out a programme of railway 
construction. 

Some particulars of the proposals regarding these projected 
railways were given on pp. 396-7 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” 


of 3rd March, 1904, and pp. 7-8 of the issue for 7th April, 1904, 
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and the following details contained in the report referred to above, 
amplify those already given :— 


Oroya to Huancayo.—A commission of Government engineers 
were, at the date of the report, finishing the survey of a railway 
between Oroya and Huancayo, which will have an approximate 
length of 21 kilometres (13 miles). The work of construction was 
to be begun by the Government in January, 1905. The route is 
through a well-populated valley, rich in agricultural products, 
coal, and copper. The starting point (Oroya) is the terminus of 
the present Trrasandine railway, so that the new project will 
afford direct rail connection between Jauja and Huancayo, and 
Lima and its port, Callao. The importance of this line to Peru 
cannot be overestimated. Owing to the variety of altitude, this 
country is capable of producing, and does produce, the crops of 
the temperate, as well as those of the torrid, zone, so that an 
interchange of agricultural products between the mountainous 
interior and the coast is of great importance as regards the distri- 
bution of food supplies. Doubtless the new line will also make 
accessible to the coast a large mineral region, susceptible of much 
development. 


Sicnani to Cuzco.—Cuzco, the ancient capital of the Incas, 
the centre of an interior region which is both mining and agri- 
cultural, is accessible only by stage-coach road from Sicuani. 
Sicuani is connected at the Juliaca junction with the existing 
railway between Puno, on Lake Titicaca, and the port of Mollendo. 
It is over this latter railway that all the exports of Bolivia must 
travel for shipment. The Sicuani-Cuzco line, the actual construc- 
tion of which was to be begun in January or February by the 
Government (it has already been thoroughly surveyed and studied), 
is to have an approximate length of 140 kilometres (87 miles). 
It runs through good agricultural regions, and will serve to 
transport passengers and cargo for the Cuzco district, as well as 
agricultural and other exports from Cuzco to the coast. 


Oroya to the Ucayali—aA railway with an approximate length of 
400 kilometres (284°5 miles) is now under Government survey, and 
construction is to be begun in 1906. This line is confidently 
looked to as opening a new field for Peruvian enterprise and for 
foreign colonisation as well. The exact terminus is not yet fixed, 
but will be at some navigable point on the river Ucayali, which 
empties into the Amazon. 


Piura to Pongo de Manseriche.—The concession for- the building 
of this railway has been granted to the Pacific Company (American). 
The line is to be about 500 kilometres (310 miles) long, and will 
run from Piura, the centre of the Peruvian cotton-growing in- 
dustry, over the shortest practicable distance to some navigable 
point on the river Maranon, below the Pongo de Manseriche. 
The Maranon flows directly into the Amazon, so that this line, like 
the Oroya-Ucayali line, will serve to connect the great trans- 
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continental waterway with the Pacific coast. The construction of 
the line is to be begun in 1907, and to be completed within ten 
years’ time. 

The building of this railway, says the Consul, is of immense 
importance, not only commercially, but politically and strate- 
gically, to Peru, whose immense and valuable trans-Andine 
possessions can be developed and held free from encroach- 
ment only by means of efficient transit facilities between the 
more populous coast section (cis-Andine Peru) and the “ montajia,” 
or practically virgin country beyond the Cordillera (trans-Andine 
Peru). This “ montajia” country, which is drained by numberless 
rivers—the headwaters of the Amazon—is full of possibilities, and 
would be more extensively colonised were it not that its remote- 
ness has, until now, forbidden its approach by any but the more 
venturesome. Still there is a flourishing town at Iquitos, which 
does an export and import business (v7d the Amazon and Brazilian 
ports) utterly out of proportion to its size or remote location. 
The banks of the rivers are also dotted here and there with smaller 
trading posts, where many persons have accumulated wealth, 
bartering manufactured goods for rubber and other native pro- 
ducts of the semi-civilised Indian tribes. The rubber, inciden- 
tally, is of the highest-priced sort known to commerce, and is 
generally known in the world’s markets from its (Brazilian) 
exporting point as “‘ Paré rubber.” 


Lima to Pisco.—This railway, which is to extend some 225 kilo- 
metres (140 miles), is intended to connect Lima with the port of 
Pisco, the centre of the grape and brandy industry of Peru, and will 
traverse a number of agricultural and stock-raising valleys. It is 
thought that when the line is completed the present high cost of 
living in Lima will be decreased by from 33 to 40 per cent., most 
of Lima’s produce, charcoal, beef, &c., coming from this region. 
It may also tend to lower the abnormally high freight and pas- 
senger rates charged by the two merged steamship companies 
which traffic on the coast—a considerable hindrance to local com- 
merce at present. The Government has offered a guarantee of 
7 per cent. annual interest on the capital invested in this line up 
to 500,000/., and it is said that a British syndicate already control- 
ling certain railways in Peru will undertake its construction. 

Chimbote to Recuay.—The railway from Chimbote (one of the 
best natural harbours on the west coast of South America) to 
Recuay is to be some 220 kilometres (137 miles) in length, and 
will reach into a wealthy mineral region, as well as traverse coal 
fields of considerable magnitude. The harbour of Chimbote is 
important. It is said, on excellent authority, that a British 
syndicate has been formed to construct this line. 

Bayovar to Sechura.—T'wenty-five kilometres (15°5 miles) of 
railway are now under construction between the port of Bayovar, 
in northern Peru, and the sulphur beds at Sechura. This is the 
work of private enterprise interested in the sulphur deposits. 
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In concluding his report, the Consul remarks that the present 
Government of Peru have among their chief aims that of covering 
the country with a network of railways and of doing all that is 
possible to encourage foreign immigration and colonisation. They 
are prepared to give concessionnaires valuable considerations in the 
way of land grants, guaranteeing a certain percentage on the 
amounts invested, &c. 





TARIFF CHANGES 


AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 
CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 406 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” for 2nd March last 
relating to the imposition of special duties on 
sugar imported into Natal, from countries not 
parties to the Brussels Convention of 1902, the 
Board of Trade have now received a copy of the 
“Cape of Good Hope Government Gazette” for 28th February, 
giving Customs Regulations issued on 27th February, 1905, under 
section 7 of Act 5 of 1903, and which provide for the imposition 
of one duties on bounty-fed sugar imported into the Cape of 
Good Hope. 

These regulations, which have effect from 1st September, 1903, 
are similar in all respects to those already published for Natal in 
the above-mentioned issue of the “ Board of ‘Trade Journal.”

rate of 135 marks per 100 kilogs. (73d. per Ib.). 

Coarsely-ground cork waste-——Only cork in pieces which are 
proved by their whole character to be unworked waste from the 
manufacture of cork is to be admitted free of duty under No. 13a 
of the Tariff. Cork waste prepared for use in the manufacture of 
cork-stone slabs, bicycle-handles, linoleum, and other cork goods 
is to pay duty under No. 13d. at the rate of 3 marks per 100 
kilogs. gross (1s. 63d. per cwt.).

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SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT, 


AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH—NEW 
SOUTH WALES. 


According to a report furnished to the Acting Agent-General for 
New South Wales by the Sydney Harbour 
Trust Commissioners, the number of bales of 
wool received at the Ports of Sydney and 
Newcastle for the present season up to the 28th November 
(412,623 bales) show an increase of 128,673 bales, as compared 
with last season, and the number exported since Ist July (245,538 
bales), shows an increase of 91,706 bales. 

Arrangements for receiving and “dumping” this product are 
stated to be of the completest and most satisfactory character, the 
wool being shipped into steamers at the rate of about 200 bales 
per hour, and into sailing vessels at about half that rate. As some 
of the stevedoring and ‘ wool-dumping” companies are now 
increasing their plant, it is expected that they will shortly be 
able to “dump” wool at the rate of 2,500 bales per day of eight 
hours.

December, 1903, was 39,331 kilometres (24,425 
miles). The length of line opened during the year 1904 was 256 
kiloms. (159 miles), making a total length of 39,587 kiloms. 
(24,584 miles) open to traffic on the 31st December last. 

With regard to Algeria, the length of line open to traffic at the 
end of 1904 was 3,079 kiloms (1,912 miles). This total does not 
include the lines conceded to the Béne-Guelma Company on 
Tunisian territory (689 kiloms.), but includes 28 kiloms. of line 
utilised only for industrial purposes.

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MINERALS, METALS, AND MACHINERY: 
AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


The ‘“‘ Queensland Government Mining Journal” of 14th January 
states that samples of mica obtained from the 
vicinity of Mount Johnson, 120 miles east and 
north of Alice Springs, Central Australia, have 
been submitted to a London firm of mica dealers who stated that 
the mica was of excellent quality. ‘‘ The plates discoloured by 
red and black bands,” the firm add, “are admirably suited to 
electrical purposes, and we compare the value to Madras mica 
(branded R.I.R. in diamond) mark of spotted mica, imported by 
us, and sold by auction. We enclose a catalogue, with prices 
marked, of a recent sale, to give an indication of values, but it 
would be safer to make some allowance off these prices for a new 
mark. ‘The plates free from these spots and bands are practically 
of good quality. Clear will compare with our frst quality clear. 
As regards cutting, the samples cannot be improved upon. A 
case should contain about 100 lbs., tightly pressed, and each case 
must contain mica cut to approximately the same size plates. 
The market for mica has been gradually rising for the last two 
years, and prices have now reached a very high level, but we think 
these will be maintained for all except the smallest sizes, which 
since the period of the auction have declined about 15 per cent. 
This refers to sizes under 23 inches.” The catalogue referred to 
in the letter contains the extended details of about 600 cases of 
Madras and other mica offered for sale by auction. ‘The prices 
obtained vary from 24d. per lb. to over 7s. per lb. ‘The lower 
price, which is stated to have since declined 15 per cent., is for 
mica cut in plates only 2 inches square, while the higher rates are 
obtained for material cut in plates up to 8, 10, or more inches 


square.

GERMANY. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 

Coal Trade i Consul-General at Hamburg (Sir Wm. Ward), 

- on ¢in forwarding the following particulars of the coal 

trade of Germany in 1904, which supplement 

those published on p. 277 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
9th February :— 

As regards the chief districts of coal production in Germany, 
the district of Dortmund shows the largest production, viz., last 
year, 67,459,557 tons, or more than 950 per cent. of the aggregate 
coal output, the coke production of this district having been 
10,776,629 tons, or nearly five-sixths of the entire coke production 
of Germany. ‘The other prominent coal-mining district is that of 
Breslau, in which 80,595,649 tons, or about 25 per cent. of the 
total coal output of 1904, were produced, the coke production in this 
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district having only been slight. Lignite is chiefly produced in the 
district of Halle o/Saale, the output being about two-thirds of the 
aggregate German production. The district of Halle is also the 
most important one in so far as regards the manufacture of patent 
fuel. 

As regards the import and export trade of Germany in coal, 
coke, and lignite, the figures for each of the last two years are as

JAPAN. 

A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 

— Minister at ‘Tokio (Sir C. MacDonald), for- 

nage anes warding a report on the Besshi copper mine, 

Besshi. which has been drawn up by Mr. Student 
Interpreter Davidson. 

This mine is situated in the Ehimé prefecture, in the Province 
of Iyo to the north-west of the island of Shikoku, one of the four 
main islands of which Japan is composed. The area of the mine 
and contingent metallurgical works is estimated at 5,415 acres ; it 
is the second largest copper mine in Japan, employing 5 055 
officials and hands, all Japanese. In addition to smelting ‘and 
refining works, there are extensive workshops, fitted with all 
the appliances necessary for constructing machinery, boilers, and 
heavy castings, as well as for making repairs to the machinery 
now in use. The appliances include a hydraulic rivetter, planing 
machine, bolt making machine, &. Castings weighing as ‘much as 
five tons have been turned out from these works, where also a great 
part of the machinery and plant used at the mine is constructed. 
A large electrical plant is being erected which, when completed, 
will supply motive power for all the trolley cars, trams and 
machinery in use at the mine. There are 3 steamers and 51 
sailing vessels belonging to the works: 20 new sailing vessels are 
to be. acquired during 1905. The amount of refined copper 
produced by the works during the last four years was: 1901, 
4,500 tons, 1,902, 4,800 tons, 1,903, 0,000 tons, 1,904, 5,000 tons.

CEYLON. 


In its issue for January, the “Tropical Agriculturist” (Colombo) 

remarks that it has been proved beyond doubt 

hae that cotton can be grown to perfection in 

Calsiversen. Ceylon ; provided the right varieties be grown 

it will be a profitable product, and something more than a mere 

village industry as hitherto. The Government experiments have 

proved that Indian cottons cannot be profitably grown ; the yield 

of lint is too small, being only 60 lbs per acre, while American 

Uplands and Sea Island varieties gave 200 to 300 Ibs., and 
Egyptian 300 to 400 lbs. per acre. 

Dr. Fernando has carried out some extensive trial plots, and 
has shown that cotton can be profitably grown between the rows 
of trees in cocoanut plantations during their early years before the 
palms are in bearing. The cotton was planted 4 ft. apart and 
18 in. in the rows, and opening and planting the estate cost him 
Rs. 10 per acre, the land being already under cocoanuts. Picking 
cost 1 cent per lb. seed cotton ; a coolie is said to have picked 30 lbs. 
inaday. Sea Island and Egyptian cotton costs double for picking ;

it is estimated that more than 200 lbs. American Uplands cotton 
per acre can be produced, and the cost of cultivation and harvesting 
would be about Rs. 25 per acre. The cotton grown in the 
Kurunegala district has been thoroughly tested and is well 
reported of. 

There seem, adds the “ Tropical Agriculturist,” good prospects 
therefore of the cotton growing industry going ahead in Ceylon.

RUSSIA. 


‘The British Commercial Agent in Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) sends a 
_ translation from the “ Viestnik Finansoff” (St. 
matter Seats : Petersburg) commenting on the rapidly in- 
Increased Export creasing export of late years of Russian and 
bo Germnany other butter to Germany, and pointing out that 
‘whereas, hitherto, Great Britain imported the whole surplus pro- 
duction of Continental butter, Germany is now coming forward as 
a large consumer. The import into Great Britain from Europe 
generally, and from Russia and Denmark in particular, shows 
some diminution, owing in part to increased British imports from 
the Colonies. 

This change in the direction of the butter export trade is due, 
on the one hand, to the increased demand in Germany, and, on 
the other, to the competition in British markets of Australian as 
against Danish butter. Higher prices, too, in the chief German 
markets have exerted their influence, the average level of the 
higher quotations on German markets in 1904 being considerably 
above those of the two preceding years, whereas at Copenhagen 
they have been considerably lower. 

Russia is now taking a prominent part in this export to 
Germany. Three years ago, with only 40,523 metric ewts., Russia 
stood third as a butter exporter to Germany, while in 1904, with 
118,242 she occupied the first place. During the same period the 
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export of Russian butter correspondingly decreased to Great 
Britain (17 per cent.), and to Denmark (9 per cent.). 

The increase in the Russian export to Germany is partly due, 
too, to the now direct despatch of this product from Russia, and 
not as formerly vid Denmark. 

Acting in conformity with this movement, the Kourgan 
(Siberian) Farmers’ Association have now transferred their London 
agent to Riga, whence he can direct butter either to Great Britain, 
Denmark, or Germany.

GERMANY. 


According to statistics published in the “ Reichsanzeiger,” the 
quantity of raw sugar produced in Germany 
during the period from lst September, 1904, 
to 28th February last, being the first six 
months of the 1904-5 sugar campaign, was 1,333,279 metric tons, 
as compared with 1,625,299 metric tons during the corresponding 
months of 1903-4. The quantity of refined sugar produced 
increased from 753,477 metric tons during the six months 
September, 1903, to February, 1904, to 786,043 metric tons 
during the six months September, 1904, to February, 1905. 

The total quantity of beets used during the first half of the 
present campaign was 10,080,538 metric tons, as compared with 
12,677,099 metric tons during the corresponding months of 
1903-4. 

The total output of sugar (raw and refined) during the period 
September, 1904, to February, 1905, expressed in terms of raw 
sugar, was 1,510,461 metric tons, as compared with 1,832,523 
metric tons in the corresponding months of 1903-4. 


FRANCE—-SENEGAL. 


In a recent despatch to the Foreign Office, H.M. Consul at Dakar 
(Capt. C. F. Cromie) reports that this year’s 
groundnut season has been a failure. The 
4d Probabl crop promised very well, but at the end of 
en a November and the beginning of December last 
Effect on Trade. there was a week's heavy rain, which is most 
unusual at that season.

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Part of the nuts had been gathered, and were lying in heaps, 
which the rain penetrated to a depth of from two to three feet, 
spoiling all the nuts with which it come in contact. Where 
these heaps were in the possession of Europeans, the outer layer 
of bad nuts was removed, leaving a core of sound ones; but the 
natives mixed them in the hope of increasing their profits, with 
the result that nearly all were rejected, and prices dropped to a 
very low point. 

The rest of the crop was still in the ground when the rain came, 
and most of the nuts rotted in the ground. ‘To complete the 
disaster, fairly heavy rain fell from the 25th to the 27th February, 
so that the nuts were again wetted. 

The proportion of the crop spoilt is variously estimated at from 
25 to 40 per cent. In Captain Cromie’s opinion, 20 to 2& per cent. 
represents the losses where the spoilt nuts were separated from 
the good ones, and 40 or even more per cent. the losses in the 
hands of natives and in the ground. 

The failure of the groundnuts will have a very bad effect on 
this year’s trade, as the natives will not be in a position to buy 
imported goods, and the business houses will have their stocks 
left on their hands, and therefore will try to keep such goods as 
do not deteriorate during the wet season, for the purpose of 
getting rid of them during next produce season. 

Tobacco and cotton goods, both largely imported from the 
United Kingdom, will be among the principal articles affected, 
and the imports of them for 1905 will probably be much below 
the average. 





ITALY. 
The following particulars of a project to develop cotton cultivation 
Cott in Italy, taken from the “ Bollettino delle 
ciietitneis Finanze” (Rome) of 12th March, supplement 
those published on p. 372 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 25th August, 1904. 

At the present time between 3,000 and 4,000 hectares of land 
in the territories of Vittoria, Biscari and Terranova Sicula are 
devoted to cotton cultivation; lesser areas in the province of 
Salerno are also sown with cotton, the produce being utilised in 
small local factories. These figures show a considerable diminution, 
as compared with the 80,000 hectares sown with cotton in the 
period between the American Civil War and the year 1872. The 
reasons which led to the abandonment of cotton cultivation on a 
large scale in Italy no longer exist; the price of cotton has risen ; 
enhanced transport facilities and consequent increased importation 
have brought about a considerable reduction in the price of agri- 
cultural products which formerly were furnished almost entirely 
from home sources; finally, depression in the citrus fruit, oil and 
wine industries have diminished the cost of labour. 
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ITAL Y—continued. 


A company is now about to be formed to foster cotton growing 
on large areas of land in Apulia, Calabria, Sardinia and Sicily ; 
where the climate, soil and conditions of labour are said to be 
eminently adapted to this purpose. Agriculture in the extreme 
south of Italy has hitherto suffered, remarks the “ Bollettino,” 
from lack of capital and from ignorance of the most rudimentary 
principles of scientific agriculture. Strong efforts will be made 
by the new company to lessen these evils. An experimental field 
is to be established where the selection of the most suitable seeds 
for distribution may be determined; cotton cultivators will be 
guaranteed @ minimum price for their crops; subsidies will be 
made for the purchase of agricultural machinery and chemical 
fertilisers ; and specially trained agriculturists will be appointed 
to afford advice and practical help to cultivators. It is stated 
that cotton forms an excellent rotation crop. Experiments carried 
out by Professor D’Addiego on 4 hectares in four successive 
years show an increase of from 20 to 22 per cent. in the production 
of wheat from land previously sown with cotton. 

The “ Bollettino” adds that the scheme referred to is warmly 
approved by the Italian Government, the Ministers of Finance 
and of Agriculture having mentioned it most favourably at a 
recent sitting of the Chamber of Deputies. The promoters have, 
moreover, received promises of support from large numbers of 
manufacturers, and of assistance and advice from various distin- 
guished agriculturists.

In his recent report to the Foreign Office H.M. Consul-General at 
Cultivation of Naples (Mr. E. Neville Rolfe, M.V.O.) states 
fA that two eminent Italian botanists, Professor 
Trafiles. Mattei, who occupies the Chair of Botany at the 
Naples University, and Dr. Serra, of Castellammare, who also holds 
an important position in the botanical world, have patented a 
mycelium which is to make the growing of truffles easy and highly 
profitable. They expect to have an unlimited quantity of mycelium 
ready for use in April next, and they calculate that once the ground is 
properly treated generation will be so spontaneous that further use 
of what may be called the ‘“‘ protoplasm” will be unnecessary for a 
great number of years; for the cultivated tuber will propagata 
itself in the same way as the wild one has done for unnumbered 
generations. They further assert that the crop sown in April will 
be ready to be gathered from October onwards. Each oak tree is 
reckoned to produce among its roots from 5 to 10 kilos. per year, 
which means that at 10 fr. per kilo. each tree will produce from 
21. to 4l. annually. 
If the cultivation of truffles can he carried out, as asserted, in 
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ITAL Y—continued. 


an easy way, and if they become an important asset in the planting 
of woodlands, the problem of reafforestation will be well nigh solved 
in countries where the soil is suitable for them. The greater part 
of their numerous varieties spring from the roots of forest trees, 
and assuming the ground to be properly inoculated with the 
mycelium, the land planted and fenced would become immediately 
profitable. 

The chief hope of the botanists referred to, of material profit, 
however, lies, Mr. Rolfe states, in the ‘ Terfezia Leonis”* and 
its adoption in British Colonies, in whose important botanical 
gardens there can be no doubt that a fair trial will be 
extended to the mycelium. This kind of truffle originates from 
the roots of “ Helianthemum gquttalum,” a herbaceous annual 
which could be sown from year to year where it would best 
flourish. It is the easiest of all the varieties to grow and 
is practica'ly independent of water. In Tripoli the terfezia 
practically takes the place occupied by the potato in more 
northern countries. It grows there to the size of an orange, and 
when taken from the ground is cut up and dried and carried as 
food for the caravans which cross the desert. It can be cooked 
when required, either in water or in camel’s milk, and will keep 
good for an indefinite period. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,323.) 


CONGO FREE STATE. 


The following particulars of cotton cultivation in the Congo Free 
c State are taken from the “ Bourse” (Ant- 
otton - . 
“ane werp) :— 

Cultivation. For some: time past the Government of the 
Free State have adopted measures to develop cotton cultivation : 
seeds and educative pamphlets have been distributed, and gins and 
presses have been despatched to the cotton-growing centres. 
Moreover, steps have been taken to engage the services of men 
with practical experience in the growing, ginning, and packing of 
cotton. 

The results of the harvest in 1904 proved very satisfactory on 
the small trial plantations established on the Lower Congo. 
Cotton grown from Egyptian seed was valued at 2°30 fr. per 
kilog.: other varieties, grown from American seed, were valued at 
from 1°30 fr. to 1:70 fr. per kilog. A sample of indigenous cotton 
grown at Mayumbe, gathered in haphazard fashion by natives, 
was valued at 1°30 fr. per kilog.

states that employment in February was better 
on the whole than in the previous month. The metal, engineer- 
ing, and shipbuilding groups continue to show some improvement. 
The cotton industry was very busy. 

As compared with a year ago there was improvement in the 
mining, metal, and textile trades, but the building, furnishing, 
boot and shoe, and printing trades were still below the level of a 
year ago. 

In the 272 Trade Unions, with an aggregate membership of 
078,708, making returns, 35,778 (or 6:2 per cent.) were reported 
as unemployed at the end of Februar y, 1905, as compared with 6°8 
per cent. at the end of January, and 6°1 at the end of Februar vy; 
1904. 


The number of bales of cotton imported into the United Kingdom 
during the week ended the 16th March, 1905, was 
Cotton Statistics. 57,614 (including 39 bales British West African 
and 302 bales British West Indian), and the 
number imported during the 11 weeks ended the 16th March was 
1,032,284 (including 635 bales British West African and 546 bales 
British West Indian). As regards exports, the figures are, for 
the week ended the 16th March, 1905, 11,952 bales, and for the 
11 weeks, 125,222 ( — se 16 bales British West African).

BRITISH INDIA—THIBET. 


The report on the trade of Bengal with Nepal, Thibet, Sikkim and 
Trade of Bengal Bhutan for the year ended 3lst March, 1904, 
bet. states that the trade of Bengal with Thibet, 
with Taive which is registered at Yatung, was practically 
at a standstill during the last six months of the vear, for the 
despatch of the British Mission to Thibet, and the military opera- 
tions resulting from the armed opposition to its progress, closed 
the trade route, and an edict was issued by the Thibetan Govern- 
ment on the 15th October interdicting all trade with British India. 
The chief imports from Thibet are raw wool, which formed 83 per 
cent. of the total imports in 1903-04, musk, yaks’ tails, lamb- 
skins, and, in ordinary years, ponies and mules. The principal 
exports are goods made of cotton (chiefly Indian piece-goods), silk 
and wool, metals, precious stones, glass and coral ornaments, 
tobacco and many miscellaneous articles. The obstacles to the

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expansion of the trade of Thibet have hitherto been the difficulties 
and expenses of transport, the trading monopoly enjoyed by the 
Lamas, which accounts for the exclusion of Indian tea, and their 
hostility to everything promoting the growth of commercial rela- 
tions with India. An opening is now, however, afforded to trade 
by the provisions of the recent treaty with Thibet, for despite the 
apparent poverty of the country, its resources can probably be 
greatly developed by commercial exploitation. 


CANADA. 


The ‘“ Monetary Times” (Toronto) states that arrangements have 
; been completed, for the building at Sydney, 
momen ened Cape Breton, of a large sent’ for making 
¥* cement from slag, one of the by-products of the 
Dominion Iron and Steel Company. The plant is to cost 
about 250,000 dollars, and will be the only one of the kind 
in Canada. The site has been selected close to the steel works. 
Its capacity will probably be 500 barrels a day, and a cooperage 
with a capacity of 50,000 barrels a year is also proposed to be 
built. The plant, which is to be of steel, will probably be finished in 
July. The city council of Sydney have granted the company a 
bonus of 10,000 dols., exemption from taxes for 20 years, and low 
water rates, providing the company manufacture not less than 
25,000 barrels of cement a year.

The products of the country on both sides of the frontier 
recommended are camels, cattle, sheep, and goats. The aloe 
is ubiquitous, and excellent camel mats and ropes are made from 
its fibre, which is said to be stronger than hemp. 

The only real requirement of the natives is cotton cloth. 
American cotton drill is the only cloth imported from the coast. 
It is brought up by Benadir and Somali traders from Lugh and 
Bardera, and traded for cattle and ivory. Trade in the latter 
is very small, as the Abyssinians prevent it as far as possible, 
and they have themselves exterminated elephants in many 
districts. The general impression is that elephant hunting, 
except by special parties sent out by the Emperor of Abyssinia, is 
not allowed, but in the Boran country the idea is that it is 
permitted on condition that one tusk of every elephant killed is 
sent to the Emperor. 

There is very little, if any, trade with Kismayu. 

There are always some Somali traders in the Boran country, 
and they all complain of the restrictions imposed on them by 
the Abyssinians. . Trade cannot flourish where Abyssinian 
influence extends. 

The only articles which find their way into the Boran country 
from Abyssinia are cloth and tobacco. The former is manufac- 
factured in Konso, a province near L. Abaya. . It is_ softer, 
and appears thicker than the American cloth, but it is not so 
durable, and is only worn by those who cannot afford the 
‘¢ Americana.” : | 
This cloth is gladly accepted anywhere in payment for camels 
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bullocks, &c. In some places the Maria Theresa dollar was taken 
by those who knew they could obtain cloth from traders with 
these coins. 

The only coins that enter the country are. brought by 
travellers, and as they usually come supplied with cloth for 
barter, most of the natives do not understand money as a 
medium for exchange. 





OHILE. 
The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade have

of Customs at that port on the Customs revenue of Chile for the 
year 1904, from which the following particulars are taken :— 

The total Customs revenue in 1904 amounted to 81,189,137 dols., 
as compared with 78,416,418 dols. in 1903. Export duties con- 
tributed to the revenue in 1904 with 50,852,701 dols., as compared 
with 49,549,014 dols. in 1903; and import duties contributed in 
1904 with 30,336,436 dols., as compared with 28,867,404 dols. in 
1903. : 

The export duties collected on nitrate correspond to 32,400,000 
Spanish quintals, which quantity is 2,600,000 quintals under the 
amount agreed upon by producers. Strikes and ascarcity of hands 
have prevented producers turning out their full quotas. In 1903 
the exportation will not be under 35,000,000 quintals, which quantity 
will yield in duties on nitrate and iodine the sum of 55,000,000 
dols., or 4,000,000 dols. more than in 1904.
